W ASHINGTON. Sept. 5~ (A P ) 
— S e c r e t a r y M orgenthau an­ 
nounced today that the treasury 
would 
neither refund 
m aturing 
securities no r borrow new money 
on 
Sept. 
15, the next regular 
quarterly financing date. 
Before 
M orgenthau 
returned 
from Europe yesterday, the treas­ 
ury already had announced that 
no new money would be bo r­ 
rowed. The new announcem ent, 
em phasized therefo re that no ac­ 
tion would be taken before Sept. 
15 to refund $526,000,000 of treas­ 
ury notes which come due Dec. 
15. 
Although Jan. 15 now becomes 
the next regular financing date, 
M orgenthau added that the treas­ 
ury was not com m itting itself on 
financing plans past Sept. 15, in­ 
dicating that at least the refund­ 
ing of the Dec. notes would be 
arranged before Jan. 15. 
It was learned, that the money 
or the refunding m ight be raised, 
for instance, by increasing the size 
of the treasury’s weekly sale of 
9 1-day trea.sury bills, 
currently 
lim ited to $100,000,000 per week. 
The treasury has a cash w o rk­ 
ing 
balance 
of 
$1,539 ,000,000, 
deemed large enough to carry the 
treasury for sev eral m onths w ith­ 
out borrowing.

NEWS dispatch from W estern N ebraska m - 
dicates that a flourishing industry, which 
m ade rich earnings for a very brief tim e, and 
which grew directly out of the W orld w ar in 19 14, 
is not likely to revive as the result of

ropean ciHiflict. 
It w as the potfish factories at Antioch. 
All th at rem ains of it is the deserted plants 
and a nearly deserted com munity which came in­ 
to existence w ith the potash industry. 
Prior to 19 14 the chief source of supply of pot­ 
ash for the impoverished soil of the southern states 
and of other areas w'as Germ any. 
The British

which cost at a m inimum of fifty dollars a ton 
had a m arket in which prices ranged as high as 
$400 a ton. 
It enriched those who were in on the 
ground floor, especially those who got out, if any 
did get out, but it was too good to be true and the 
term ination of the w ar ccmstituted a death sen- 
enc« . 
Now forced to consider the necessity of a 
domestic supply potash production has developed 
in the United States to such an extent that it can 
be sold cheaply and w ithout the necessity of re­ 
lying upon other countries, from which it used 
to come as ballast in the ship’s hold.

the loss of Am erican lives at sea, b y.th e sinking 
of Am erican ships, and by interference w ith peace­ 
ful Am erican commerce. 
It is not impossible or 
even rem ote th at the same national emotions w ill 
again arise to destroy Am erican peace. 


rp H E num erical suprem acy enjoyed by Germ any 


in the air has been greatly over-em phasized 


as a factor in the European war. 
In any sober 


study of the airplane as a weapon of w ar there 


are certain fallacies which m ust be exploded. 


The first is th at terrific bom bardm ent from the 


air will cause the country which is attacked to 


capitulate. 
It doesn’t work th at way. W hen m em ­ 


bers of one’s family, relatives or friends are killed 


by bombs it m akes one all the more determ ined 


to resist. 
This was definitely proven in Spain and 


the same reaction is now visible in W arsaw. 


The second is that bombing planes have the 


capacity to w reak great destruction. 
This, in a 


practical sense, is an exaggeration. 
If we’ accept 


the conclusion that air bom bardm ent w ill not 


cause its victim s to surrender, then it becomes 


obvious th at dem olition bombs are effective—in a 


general way—only insofar as they can destroy 
airdrom es, 
pow er-plants, 
factories 
engaged 
in 
m aking m unitions and other im plem ents of w ar, 
w ater-system s and transportation facilities. 
Now in the first place such various facilities 
are surrounded w ith reasonable anti-aircraft de­ 
vices which greatly com plicate the problem of a t­ 
tack. 
In the second place France and England 
particularly havs substitutes in reserve in case 
m any of these facilities are struck. 
In the third 
place the chances of a direct hit are relatively 
small. 
In this last respect it should be pointed out that 
the effective area of a dem olition bomb is m uch 
sm aller than popularly supposed. 
A lthough 
a 
bomb is launched ,from a plane in an arc-like 
fashion, it quickly straightens out and descends 
in a vertical line. 
If it misses its m ark by more 
than a few feet it buries itself in the ground and 
explodes w ith relatively sm all damage. 
In the average city the area occupied by build­ 
ings is only about a fifth of its total area and 
certainly no more than a fourth of its total area. 
The rest of the area is com prised of streets, al­ 
leys, front and back yards, parks and vacant 
lots. 
This greatly reduces the possibility of 
a 
direct h it by bombs. 
Heavy 
artillery 
w ithin 
range Is vastly m ore effective for artillery shells 
travel in a relatively flat arc and thus traverse 
a great area w ith a m anifold certainty of being 
effective. 
The horror of aerial w arfare, on the other hand, 
should not be minimized, particularly since the 
very nature of it, as we have ju st seen, makes 
it virtually impossible to discrim inate between ob­ 
jectives which shelter innocent civilians and ob­ 
jectives w hich have m ilitary value. 
B ut those 
who fear th at great English and French cities 
w ill be destroyed by air attacks should rem em ­ 
ber the great lim itations of bombing planes. 
The best exam ple is the air attack on Barcelona, 
Spain, in 19 36. For three successive days a steady 
wave of planes sw ept in from the nearby Baleric 
islands, dropping a constant hail of bombs. There 
w ere virtually no anti-aircraft defenses and the 
bombers cam e in daylight as well as at night. 
There w ere tw o m illion persons in the city. 
Yet 
through it all movies w ere shown and street cars 
continued to run. 
The fataliUes totaled less than 
1,500.

S 


OME idea of w hat w ill take place w hen the 
great Kingsley dam on the Platte river is com­ 
pleted can be gained from the report of G eneral 
M anager G entlem an of the Platte Valley power 
and irrigation district to PWA Engineer S. H. 
Sm ith at N orth Platte. Mr. G entlem an stated that 
during the past season the district had been able 
to divert 55,000 acre feet frcmi it« storage reser­ 
voir thus enabling irrigators down the stream to 
put w ater upon their lands after the norm al riv ­ 
er flow had been exhausted. 
W ithout this w a­ 
ter during the m onth of July their crops would 
have failed. 
This storage reservoir is nothing to be com­ 
pared w ith th at to be created by the Kingsley 
dam, which w ill impound millions of acre feet 
of w ater, flood w ater which in the past has found 
its way to the G ulf of Mexico, vastly increasing 
flood hazards in the M issouri and Mississippi 
rivers. 
Nor has the Platte valley itself been at 
all tim es w ithout floods, some of them of dam ­ 
aging proportiMis. 
As the Fort Peck dam is to regulate the flow 
of the M issouri river, so w ill the Kingsley dam 
regulate the flow of the Platte. 
And when the 
project is completed, there is every reason to be­ 
lieve that there w ill be an am ple supply of w a­ 
ter stored to supply all irrigators on the stream . 
It is common-sense. 


PHYSICAL CONDITIONS PRODUCE 
ALLERGIES; CURE IS DIFFICULT 
Allergy is the term th at learned 
doctors have applied to a condi­ 
tion that suddenly afflicts certain 
hum an beings. 
Allergy used to be applied to 
the reaction of the b« xly to chem ­ 
ical objects. 
There is the well- 
know n allergy to plant pollens re­ 
sulting in hay fever, and allergy 
to foods, such as skin hypersensi­ 
tiveness to straw berries. W hat is 
not so well known is the condition 
th at a doctor in m y home tow n of 
K ansas City, Dr. William W. Duke, 
first observed and described, and 
is now known as physical allergy. 
Physical, of course, means the ac­ 
tion of physical elem ents such as 
light, heat and cold 
Some exam ples of this condition 
are as follows: 
A child put his hand in very 
cold 
w ater. 
The 
hand 
became 
pallid and painful as from chil­ 
blains. This occurred often enough 
that experim ents w ere tried by 
putting one hand and then the 
other in cold w ater. The curious 
thing was that one hand always 
became pallid w hile the other did 
not change. 
Treatm ent by his­ 
tam ine injections was successful. 
Sum m er Asthma. 
A wom an aged 43 had asthm a 
for m any years. H er case puzzled 
doctors until it was discovered 
that she had asthm a only in the 
sum m ertim e. By putting her in a 
cold bath, her asthm a was im ­ 
m ediately relieved. 
Plainly this 
case, reported by Swineford and 
W einberg, is an exam ple of phys­ 
ical allergy due to heat. 
A wom an was advised to take 
light treatm ents for arthritis. She 
was cured of her arthritis but was 
troubled w ith a violent skin erup­ 
tion. Nobody understood the na­ 
ture of this skin eruption until 
she 
consulted 
a 
doctor 
who 


thought that the history of the 
light 
treatm ents 
suggested 
the 
answer. He proved by m any tests 
that ultraviolet light—even at a 
distance of 25 feet—caused local­ 
ized eruptions on her skin. 
T reatm ent Difficult. 
Treatm ent is at times even more 
difficult than diagnosis in these 
conditions., The mild case may be 
relieved by the avoidance of the 
conditions found to be productive 
of the symptoms. But the highly- 
allergic person may find it im ­ 
possible to avoid them. Those who 
are sensitive to heat and cold ex­ 
trem es of tem perature can often 
be relieved by deliberate exposure 
to rapid alteration of tem pera­ 
tures. The treatm ent of cold al­ 
lergy is easier than that of heat 
allergy. 
Curious cases are those in which 
the heat is brought on by the e f­ 
fort of the body itself. Exercise 
m ay cause a rise of tem perature 
and create physical allergy. An 
actual instance of this kind is of 
a m an who played tennis. 
QUESTION. 
“W hat 
are the 
symptoms 
of 
stomach ulcers? Is there any cure? 
If neglected w ill It turn into can­ 
cer?” 
ANSWER. 
The symptoms of peptic ulcer 
are those of an acid dyspepsia. 
Sour m aterial comes up in the 
m outh. There is discom fort in the 
pit of the stom ach, which has a 
relation to meals. Depending on 
w here the ulcer is located, the 
discom fort w ill be m ade worse or 
relieved by meals. There is often 
vom iting of blood. Treatm ent by 
diet and the use of alkaline drugs 
is quite satisfactory. Cancer is re­ 
ported to follow ulcer, but in only 
a very sm all proportion of cases.

Roosevelt's neutrality recom m en­ 
dations and torpedoed other m ajor 
adm inistration 
legislation, 
the 
chief executive’s supporters feel 
that he has a right to expect the 
co-operation of congress in hand­ 
ling future foreign policy. 
M ay E lim ina te B ick ering. 
They believe that the pressure 
of w ar abroad will eliminate much 
of the partisan bickering which 
helped to establish an effective 
anti - adm inistration 
coalition 
of 
republicans and dissident demo­ 
crats. 
Specifically, they think a desire 
for national unity will rule out the

and 
delay 
which otherwise m ight be em ­ 
ployed in a fight against adm in­ 
istration neutrality proposals. 
Mr. Roosevelt himself appealed.- 
in his radio address Sunday night 
for an adjournm ent of “partisan­ 
ship and selfishness” and suggest­ 
ed that national unity should be 
“the thought that underlies all 
others.” 
T h ird T erm Q uestion. 
If the pre.sidcnt were able to 
regain greater support in congrcs.s, 
many poIitician.s believe increas­ 
ing attention would be j?iven to 
the question of w hether he will 
seek a third term.
